Ar a moment when the whole financial system of 
India is in confusion, and troops are being despatched 
from Calcutta to Bombay to intimidate the remon- 
strants against the [udian income-tax, Sir Charles 


Trevelyan has published a vindication of the policy 
which led to his recall, and his vindication refers to 


matters of grave importance to ouréelves. bike | 
everything which at any time proceeded from his 
hand, this vindication is masterly and conclusive, 
and present events in India form but the fulfilment 
of his a pations, 

Sir Trevelyan agrees with every proſound 
thinker und accurate observer who has made India 
the subject of his study. He proves that our finan- 
cial difficulties in India have ever been connected 
with military affairs, and that their remedy consists 
not in the imposition of obnoxious taxes, but in the 
reorganisation of our military system. The total 
euppression of the mutiny placed us in & position to 
effect this. The revolt had not been a rising of the 
people, but a mutiny on the part of a vast native 
army which we had pam No native power 
remuined which could cause us the slightest appre- 
hension. Railways spreading through all parts of 
India increased the efficiency of a European force 
fivefold, while the works required for the creation of 
additional railways would have absorbed the native 
troops as they were dismissed. The transference of 
local duties to police from the military forces, and 
the settlement of the Inem question in the Madras 
territory, by which 300,000 small landed properties, 
usually the prey of corrupt native officers, were con- 
verted into the best description of freehold tenures, 
would alone have liberated a dozen regi- 
ments. The most important measures for the 
future welfare of India are the reconstruction 
of the police and the improvement of the 
Courts of Justice. We cannot expect to keep 
down “by high military pressure” a people of 
200,000,000, if discontented or hostile. These are 
almost self-evident propositions, yet at this moment 
we have introduced a financial scheme productive of 
wide-spread discontent, and the faithful province of 
Bombay is overrun with troops to compel obedience 
to financial quackery. Of the spirit which has 
guided the Government it is enough to say that, of 
all taxes, a tax upon salt in India is the most iniqui- 
tous. It is an absolute necessary of life, required 
not only for health, but to flavour the insipid rice 
upon which the natives live; yet this tax, oppressive, 
unjust, and cruel in its operation, is not merely 
maintained, but nearly doubled. 

Sir Charles Trevelyan believes that the financial 
difficulties of India could be overcome in three years 
by two simple remedies—a reduction of expenditure 
and an improvement in administration. As far as 
Sir C. Trevelyau's own province, Madras, was con- 
cerned, a reduction of expenditure was actually 
carried out. The savings effected by him in the 
military department alone amounted to £1,775,000. 
The Military Finance Commissioners estimated the 
saving in the Bombay Presidency at £2,000,000. In 
Bengal there are located no less than 153,627 native 
troops, and 50,309 European; while Sir Patrick 
Grant, nomean authority, estimated that 39,600 Euro- 
peans and 54,400 natives would be amply sufficient. 
The difference in these estimates would amount to 
nearly £4,000,000 sterling. Thus, if Sir Charles 
Trevelyan's policy had been carried out, in the 
military department alone, a saving would have been 
effected of £7,775,000! But our sapient Secretary 
of State for India, with the true spirit of a Whig, 
rejected all proposals for reduction, and, to make up 
the deficiency of revenue, increased to a most oppres- 
sive degree the burdens of our Indian subjects. 

The inventive genius of our Chancellor of the 
Exchequer could discover no more prolific source of 
revenue than an income-tax. Of course, previous 
to Mr. Wilson's appointment, he was indoctrinated 
in that simplest of all financial formule -“ so much 
“ income-tax per cent., so many millions of revenue.” 
On reaching India, Mr. Wilson fixed an income-tax 
of 2 per cent. on all incomes from £20 to £50, 
and of 4 per cent. on incomes above £50. As in 
India every man is more or less a trader, Mr. Wilson 
attempted to tax the whole population of India by 
introducing a licence duty, graduated from 2s to 
£1. These taxes were to be coincident and cumula- 
tive, so that he who paid income-tax would also have 
to pay licence duty: like the attorneys among our- 
selves, who have not only to psy ifcome-tax upon 
what they earn, but a heavy stamp duty, and an 
annual licence for permission to earn it. As it is 
intended not only to maintain, but to increase, the 
income-tax under which the middle classes of this 
country are oppressed, we quote the observations 
ot Sir C. Trevelyan as to the workings of that 
iniquitous assessment in India :— 

An income-tax has been justly described as a tax on 
honesty and a bounty on incentive to fraud. Even in 
England public morality is unequal to the strain, It is 
aotorious that extensive frauds take place in the assessments 
under Schedule D ; that is, on trades and professions. It 
is supposed that the aggregate incomes in the classes rated 
below £1,000 or £1,500 a-year do not come np to half their 
real amount, and that many thousands who should pay 
escape altogether, What, therefore, was to be expected from 
the ummorality of India, among all classes down to those 
who have only £20 a-year? I do not now allude to the loss 
to the revenue, nor to the inequality between the fund- 
holders and landowners, who cannot help paying, and the 
traders who will whoily or partially escape. These are 
minor evils. What was chieüdy to be regarded waa the cor- 
ruption and oppression which would cover the land, Ia this 
couutry every man can take care of himself, and although 
he may defraud the State, be does not suffer himself from the 
exactions of others, In India the character which ages of 
misgovernment have impressed upon the people makes 
them an easy prey to the extortioner and the informer. 
The revelations of the Torture Commission under the 
Guvernment of my predecessor were fresh in recollec- 
tion, yet it was proposed to arm the oppressor with a 


wespon of far greater power than had previously been at 
his disposal. 


There is another passage in Sir C. Trevel yan's 
vindication which is of deep interest to ourselves. 


| Already the satellites of the Ministry are ende avour- 


ing to show the absolute necessity which exists for 
increased taxation. We are informed that the crash 
in China has become a regalar war, and must be re- 
gularly supported. Mr. Gladstone will demand 
another ten or twelve millions for the war in C hina, 
when the treasures of Pekin, accumulated for two 
hundred years, are ia our possession. We see no 
reason why the middle classes of this country should 
be taxed in order to spare the treasures of a truculent 
and treacherous people. Of all taxes an income-tax 
leads to the most unlimited expenditure. As long as 
a Minister can command a million by simply adding 
a penny in the pound of income-tax so long shall we 
have the most unpardonable extravagance in all our 
public departments, With this Sir C. Trevelyan 
agrees :—

We recommend these sentiments of Sir C. Tre- 
velyan to the reflection of our readers. These are 
indications that the system of taxation he condemns 
will be reimposed, to a still more oppressive extent 
than at present, upon ourselves. 


Traves is famous, of late years, as the seat of that 
wonderful Synod which was to establish Ultramon- 
‘anism in Irelend, and place the heel of the Italian 
on the neck of the Irish priest. But Tralee now 
has become notorious as the site of a new order, not 
of Redemptorists, Pass.ouists, or Flagellators merely 
but of Starvationists. ‘Tralee boasts of a grand 
“College,” and a preparatory school to feed May- 
nooth. In this college there were, until very lately, 
some 70 youths, with tolerably good appetites 
They were taught by professors, and were devou tly 
obedient to their president. The faithful were edified 
every Sunday and Saint 's-day by a procession of 70 
young priests, wearing white surplices and Jesuit 
caps, marching to chapel in defiance of all Proces- 
sions’ Acts. Dean Swift's servant was heathen enough 
to object to fasting when carried to excess, and the 
embryo priests of Tralee agreed with the Dean's 
servant. They astonished the president, one day last 
month, as Oliver Twist astounded Mr. Bumble, by 
asking not only “for more,” but for better food. So 
miserable was the fare given to the students that at 
last they rebelled. They remonstrated with the presi- 
dent, but remonstrance’ was yain, He was like 
that “father” of old who offered a stone when 
the children asked for bread, Still they fasted, 
until fasting became unendurable, and then they 
appealed to the Roman Catholic Archbishop, who 
refused not only to see them, but to entertain their 


‘complaint. At last they took a desperate resolution 
‘and fairly bolted. More than ever were the poor 


people of Tralee astounded when they beheld the 70 
surpliced youths by whom they had been so greatly | 
edified marching into an hotel, and in impatient 
accents demanding such a worldly thing as dinner. 
Having for once, longo intervallo, enjoyed a substan- 
tial repast, they bade farewell to Tralee College, 
President, black bread, and all, and made for their 
homes. 

Five years since such an assertion of independence 
on the part of the pupils of a Romish College would 
have been impossible. The migration from Tralee 
gives evidence of a spirit of independence in the 
Romish youth of the present day, even when they 
are immured in cloisters, and slumbering in the 
chrysalis state of priesthood. Some portion of that 
love of freedom, and opposition to harsh treatment 
which have aroused Italy from end to end, has per- 
meated even to the cloister, and taught Presidents 
that young men, however willing they may be to 
pray, are not quite so willing to fast.

than of the Emperor of Pekin. There is, indeed, 

times an Imperial army, but it is, instead of a defence, 
only an additional scourge to the people. The two 
armies never fight, but they march and countermarch, 
and plunder as they go with & most smicable 
understanding, What security the people have 
for their property is derived from their own mu- 
nicipal institutions. Their dangers arise from the 
armies of the contending dynasties, who are 
too numerous for the police, and the exactions of the 
Mandarins, which have the cover and authority of the 
imperial system. Whatever course Lord Elgin may 
take, he cannot, we fear, be reasonably influenced by the 
hope of giving security to the people of China. 

Who are these Taipings? The question has been 
often asked in the spirit of a listless curiosity, but it 
has now become of great political importance that it 
should be answered. We have no certain knowledge 
upon the subject. But, then, we have no certain know- 
ledge upon any Chinese subject. We know very 
little more of the Court of Pekin than we do 
ot the Court ot Nankin. If we search for information 
in the narratives of those who have had some communi 
cation with them, we find at once that we are listening 
to persons who are inflamed to the highest degree 
with the prejudiced zeal of partisans. ‘The Sino- 
logues of the European establishments in China, 
with the exception of Mr. Meadows Taylor, are 
all idolators of the old official regime, which, by its 
elaborate forms, conciliates all their sympathies; and 
the merchants, with the — Searth, are al! 
intolerant oí a party which the insecurity of 
trade. The missionaries, on the other hand, and Mr. 
Taylor and Mr. Scarth, who have written in a sense 
opposed to the general learning of their respective 
classes, can see no harm in a et which they insist 
upon hoping will some day become Christian. We can 
yet impartial trath from none of these. Mr. Wade will 
tell us in a hundred official papers of the atrocities com- 
mitted by the rebels, of their massacring whole popu- 
lations, and boasting that they had slain every living 
creature, “even t the children at the breast; he 
will also point to proclamations and letters too horribly 
profane tor production before a Caristian public, in 
which all the holiest mysteries of religion are burlesqued, 
and even the persons of the Trinity are represented 
by very vulgar Chinamen, claiming to have descended 
from heaven and to hold constant personal intercourse 
with the world on high. Bat Mr. Wade will not con- 
descend to examine the internal condact of these revolt- 
ing masqueraders, and to tell us if any political policy 
or principle of action lies hidden under this burlesque 
of all that we hold sacred, So, on the other hand, the 
partisans who insist upon seeing in this adoption of 
some of the truths of religion an ignorant striving 
towards Christianity slur over as best they may the 
crimes and the blasphemies of which they cannot but be 
aware; they rather conceal the fact that the Christian 
tendencies of the Taipings have never yet induced them 
to ask instruction from European missionaries, or to 
tolerate their residence among them and they prefer to 
dwell upon their adoption of our buok of Geoesis and 
their imitation of our Sundays, and to depict them as 
the Chinese patriot party, reverting to the dress and 
habits of unconquered China, aod eager only, apart from 
their religious aspirations, to restore the ascendancy 
of the Chinese race, and to expel, or rather 
to extirpate, the Tartar conquerors, Neither of 
these descriptions is true; but how far either is un- 
true is very difficult to say. The Taipings have pro" 
bably invented their burlesque of Christianity as a 
“ lucky” superstition. A Chinaman readily adopts any 
religion, and engrafte it upoa his Con tucian philosophy, 
going through ite forms much as an English house- 


three pinches of salt over her shoulder. The Taipings 
saw that the Christians were victorious, and they 
thought their religion must be lucky. They imi- 
tated it therefore, as they imitated our steamboats, 
with as near an outside resemblance as they 
vould contrive. As to their hatred of the Tar. 
tars and their recurrence to the costume of China- 
men before the Tartar Conquest, there is probably 
something more in this ; aad when we remember that 
this ancient costume is still retained upon the Chinese 
stage—the amusement of which of all others vod ad 
lace is most passionately fond—we can underes that 
there may be among the huodreds of millions a deep- 
seated hatred of the supremacy of the Tartars.

His 
one defeat was his attempt upon the province in which 
Pekin stands; and, siace that defeat, in the official 
language of the Tuaipings, that province has been 
changed from the name of the Loyal Province to that 
ot the Rebellious Province. It is now some years since 
that three armies went forth from Nankin to conquer 
China, Two were successiul, The third, which pene- 
trated northwards, was defeated by a concentration of 
the Northern Tartar Power and was en destroyed. 
What would have happened if this third army had been 
successful we have no means of Judging. It 
is possible that the King of Nankin, who, rightly of 
wrongly, has induced his adherents to believe that he is 
a descendant from the Kings of the Ming dynasty, 
would have been enthroned at Pekia, and that there 
would have been thenceforward a cessation of this 
terrible civil war. But, having failed in reaching the 
heart of the empire, there seema to have been sufficient 
life, or, at leas, sufficient galvanic motion left in the old 
official system to prevent the King of Nankin consoli- 
dating his coaquests south of the great river,

Paris, Moxpay Fvenrna.—In the absence of any home 
Topic the capture of Pekin and the flight of the Emperor 
into Tartdry would claim some share of newspaper notice, 
yet it is remarkable how scanty are the editorial com- 
ments here on so stupendous an event.

‘the world that a batch of “crusaders” has just started 
from Nantes with the avowed intention of setting up a 
Bastard sort ot Vendee in the Abruzzi, and keeping 
alive the Guerilla warfare of murder and plunder there 
by way of helping the cause of the Pope’s tempora- 
lities. 

Marquis Pepoli has been to consult Cavour et Turin 
respecting his measures for the administration of Pe- 
rugia the province of Umbria, where the enormous 
amount of territory held in mortmain is a direct bar 
to any possible improvement in the condition of the 
inbabitants. The church lands and property of all 
description in a district containing about 400,000 
eonls (equal to such a county as Cork or Mayo in ex- 
tent), amounts to 200 millions of francs. There are 
5,000 clergy of. all sorts, officered by archbishops and 
bishops to the modest figure of 17. There are no schools 
for the rural parishes, though plenty of convents, at 
the. door of which beggars ot evegy discription congre- 

te for eleemosynary support in arrant idleness. lu 
justice to the public this arrangement of the land must 
be disturbed by the strong arm of authority. The 
only doubt on the local Governor’s mind is whether to 
interfere at once, or wait for arms from the omnipotence 
of an Italian Parliament. 

King Victor Emmanuel has, in deference to popular 
ideas, not only presented 20,000 francs to the Santa 
Casa treasury at Loretto. but a much larger donation 
to the exchequer of St, Januarius. Yet the Neapolitans 
are far from attributing to the person of the priesthooc 
the veneration the phial and its contents obtain, inas- 
much as they were about to set fire to the palace of the 
Cardinal Archbishop Riario Storza on his arrival in 
that metropolis from Rome. The national guard had 
to be called out for his protection, cries of Fuori 
linimico d'Italia! being vociterated by the mob, and 
hies Eminence only appeased the tumult by appear- 
ing on the balcony with a tricolor Italian flag in his 
hand. 

The citizens of Fiume have memorialised the Vienna 
authorities for the restoration of their seaport to the 
kingdom of Hungary, but a point blank refusal has 
been the result, it being announced that it must 
henceforth be considered part of Croatia, as well as the 
rest of the Dalmatian (formerly Venetian) seabvard. 
It seems that, contrary to all the rights sworn to by 
so many Kaisers in assuming the crown of St. Ste- 
phen, the kingdom is to be dismembered, and the 
window it possessed looking out on the Adriatic blocked 
up. 

It is quite incredible what amount of paid-for puffery 
the Turkish loan contractor, Mires, has put forth in 
all the papers here, as well as the Belgian journals, 
though he appears to have too much knowledge of 
John Bull's distrust of these schemes to expend money 
oh London journals. The only parallel instance of 
speculative extravagance has been in the case of the 
Suez Canal. 

Talk is again rife about breaking up that rotten 
borough of seif-elected celebrities, the Academie Fran- 
cass, by the summary nomination of a dozen members 
to infase new blood into the corporation. Such a 
coup d'etat would be doubtless popular, but it is hardly 
worth Imperial interference. When it is recollected 
what nonentities have been admitted and what genius 
keeps out of doors, the thing is palpable. )escartes, 
Moliere, Pascal, Rousseau, Beaumarchais, Lesage, 
Mirabeau, Diderot, Lamennais, P. L. Courier, and 
Balzac were not Academicians, but Dupanioup is! 

The following is from a ce rrespondent, dating Paris, 
Monday evening :— 

Reports are again current of the early departure of 
Lord Cowley. I cannot vouch for their correctness, but 
they are so generaily prevalent that they should not be 

passed over, It is reported that even Lord Palmerston 
has by this time become aware of the disadvantage of 
an Ambassador's residing so long at a foreign Court as 
to consider the interests and views of the Sovereign to 
whom he is accredited as equal, if not superior in im. 
portance, to those of the Government he nominally re- 
presents; and that the noble viscount has consequently 
fietermined to remove Lord Cowley from the Paris 
Embassy. ‘lo deprive, however, this step of the appear. 
ance of what ts French describe as “une disgrace,” it 
is stated that his lordship is to be promoted to the Go- 
vernor~-Generalship of India. 

Í have seen a private letter from Naples which states 
that all the acounts which appear in print about disaf- 
fection, disorganisation, &c., are greatly exagzerated. 

It is reported that au Austrian note has been received 
here, complaining in energetic terms of the prepara- 
ions fer war making by Piedmont, and specially of the 
formation of a liungarian legion at Genoa under Colonel 
Turr. 

Lam informed that the Austrian Ambassador in Paris 
openly denies that he has ever counteaanced the idea of 
the sale of Venetia, and that he is instructed by his 
Govera‘nent not to receive aoy proposal to that effect 
from whatever quarter it may come. It is also stated 
that there is not the shadow of a foundation for the 
romantic plan put forward by one of your contempor- 
aries for the exchange of Venetia against a large siice 
of the Moldo-Wallachian territories. Such a plan has 
never been mooted, and is generally believed here to 
exist ouly iu the writer’s imagination,

There is a rumour that M. Drouyn de Lyhs, who has 
held aloot for some time, is about to replace M. Thou- 
venel at the Foreign Otiice. 

The papers continue to discuss M. de Persigny’s 
circular. The best article on the subject is to be found in 
the Siecle, which dwells with what would appear in 
England unnecessary stress upon che superiority ot 
trial by jury over the avertissement inflicted according 
to Ministerial caprice. It »ays :— 

“That terrible decree (the organic decree on the 
press), we are told, has proved fatal to none. The 
journals prove, by their flourishing condition, how harm- 
less its enactments are in the hands of an enlightened 
and generous Administration, and the new Minister 
makes most favourable promises on this point. The 
objection is rather plausible than true. In fact, see 
what-a number of journals have sunk under the law of 
February, especially inthe provinces! The clemency 
of the Administration has, notwithstanding the text of 
the decree, allowed the greater part to revive under 


other names. But what does that prove? Precisely 
that the decree ought to be modifled. The liberty of 
speech and thought inherent in our French nature, 
and idcreasing from age to age, by the development ot 
educatioh and public spirit, speaks out so plainly that 
the Government iteelf, which was anxious to be armed 
with this decree, has allowed these dangerous severities 
to lie unused in the arsenal. Now, in that consists 
one of the most serious dangers noticed by legisla- 
tors, ancient and modern. Nothing, say they, so 
much diminishes the respect due to the law as the exis» 
tence of provisions which cannot he enforced without 
doing violence to public feeling. Let us suppose that a 
journal indulges in attacks which must be repressed, 
would not the Governmeut be sufficiently armed witha 
law which the tribunals alone might apply? Would it 
not be better detended by such a law, which would re. 
spect the principles of property, of free industry, and of 
the separation of powers’ The rigours of such a law, 
however gr@t they might be, would not proceed from the 
executive power, which could neither be accused nor 
incriminated. At present the executive is confounded 
with the law, whereas the two ought ever to remain 
distinct.“ 

A pamphlet by M. Kora, one of the principal Hun- 
garian refugees in Paris, entitled“ Venice and Hun- 
gary, has, 1am informed, been prevented from appear- 
ing by the Government; but another brochure by the 
same author, Que veut la Hongrie, will, it is said, 
appear in a few days.

[could not but appreciate the courteous and conci- 
latory spirit manifested in this step, and I desired to 
accede to it; but this depeaded much more upon the 
measures to be taken by the Federal Council than upon 
our good will.

The police have not yet dis- 
covered the guilty persons, nor are they even able to 
tell the name of the murdered officer; and every night 
robberics take place which the police are wholly unable 
to trace to their sources, 

At Caserta a reactionary movement has been dis- 
covered and su; pressed, which, if successful, would have

volunteers the horrors of a St. Bartholemew massacre. 
Two young Garibaldians were walking. together about 
seven in the evening, chatting quietly on private and 
public matters, in the immediate neighbourhood of the 
railway terminus. Suddenly two men, armed with 
daggers, sprang upon them, and inflicted on them so many 
wounds that both the Garibaidian volunteers fei! 
lifeless on the ground. But one of them had been 
able, before falling, to deal a blow at the neck of 
one of the assassins ; he likewise fell, and was secured 
by the police, The arrest of one assassin led to that of 
the other, who, on being searched, was found to have 
on his person a good many Napoleons, two English so- 
vereigns, and jour daggers, all bran new, and all of the 
same shape,and evidently from the same manufactory. 
On being questioned respecting their employers, they at 
first refused to give any answer, but more searching in- 
quiries established the fact that, in the course of that 
night, all the Garibaldian officers at Caserta were to have 
been murdered, and as many soldiers as were found in the 
streets or highways put to death, No time wes lost in 
arresting the chief persons implicated in the plot, 
About 200 Casertines were in consequence sent to 
prison. in their possession a considerable quantity of 
arms was found—chiefly stilettoes. The National 
Guards were informed that in the house of one Gari- 
baldian captain seven assassins were already concealed, 
who were to fall on him during the niglit atter he had 
uone to rest. They at once surrounded the house and 
secured the wretches, of whom four lay coneealed in the 
cellar and three in a dark room, There is nothing at 
all surprising in this reactionary plot. The inhabitants 
of Caserta, as I have frequently had occasion to inturm 
you, are partisans of the Bourbons in heart and soul, in 
the very marrow of their bones, as are likewise the 
people of Santa Maria, of Sant Angelo, and of Capua. 
As long as all the Garibaldian volunteers were armed 
they were respected by the Bourbonites of Caserta, 
who feigned, if they did not feel, goodwill towards 
them. Now, however, that the Sardinian Govern- 
ment has deprived the Garibaldians of their 
arms, and keeps them at Caserta like a flock of 
sheep, the reactionary Bourbonites have regained 
heart and hope, and imagined that they could dispose 
of them after a very summary fashion. But the Ga. 
ribaldians, though unarmed, did not become discouraged, 
They armed themselves immediately with clubs, stones, 
&c., on the first rumourof the intended massacre ; and 
when the news of the assassination of their comrades 
became generally known, they rushed to the magazines 
in which the arms taken from them had been stored up, 
aod insisted on their immediate restitution, in order to 
avenge the victims and to protect themselves. Briga- 
dier-General Sacchi, who has been left in com- 
mand at Caserta, succeeded, though with great 
difficulty, in allaying the excitement on the night 
of the assassination. On the following morning the 
Garibaidians tore down the iron rails from the 
balconies before the windows, and thus provided them- 
selves with very formidable maces for their own proteo- 
tion, Orders have been issued by which alithe peasants 
are prohibited from loitering about the streets after 
sunset, in order to avoid the chance of collisions be- 
tween them and the volunteers. The Garibaldian army 
now at Caserta and its neighbourhood is in a truly de- 
plorable state. It is in want of everything. The 
volunteers have not even clean straw to lie upon, They 
are obliged to sleep on old straw—straw so consumed and 
pounded, and trampled upon, that it rather resembles 
bran or sawdust, ‘The filth of their quarters is horrible. 
In those quarters they are cramped for want of room ; 
most of the inns are closed against them; in short, they 
are as badly off as it is possible for men not actually 
deprived of personal liberty to be. The railway between 
Caserta and Naples has not been reopened, nor is there 
any chance ot its being so as long as there shall be a 
single Garibaldian in those parts likely to avail himself 
of it in order to return to Naples. Leave of absence

The Austrian Government, in order to prevent new 
attacks on the Imperial eagles in Hungary, has ordered 
that they shall be everywhere removed, except from the 
buildings belonging to the Ministries of Finanee and 
War.

The serious di-quietude which the troubles in Hun- 
gary cause at Vienna is the great subject of discus- 
sion in the press of that city, But, in their apprecia- 
tion of the events and of their causes and consequences, 
the journals differ. The Pres and the Austrian 
Gazette manifest a certain jealousy at greater 
liberties having been conceded to Hungary than 
those accorded to other provinces; and they point out 
the inconveniences which unequal treatment of different 
parts of the empire is calculated to produce. The Press, 
in particular, expresses the desire that the German 
provinces of Austria should remain the centre of the 
empire, and exercise preponderance ; and it sees with 
sorrow Germaa influence effaced in presence of the Hun- 
garian movement. The Ost Deutsche Post expresses the 
opinion that the Hungarians ought to be fully satisfied 
with the concessions which have been accorded 
them. There are only two Vienna journals reaily 
tavourable to the Hungarians, the Progress and the 
Wanderer.

TURKEY. 

A correspondent, writing from Constantinople, Dec. 
ist, informs us :— 

The French occupation of Syria is, if possible, to be 
extended. During the week M. de Lavalette has had 
three several interviews with the Grand Vizier on the 
subject, and at each of these,as I know from an excel- 
lent source, urged this point with a degree of energy 
that Count de Persigny would scarcely venture to 
imitate in Downing-street,. Indeed, I may here 
interject the remark that M. de Lavalette’s diplo- 
macy altogether is more a la Menschikoff than 
any the Porte has been used to since the memor- 
able visit of the Emperor Nicholas envoy ; and, ia 
recollection of the vigorous characteristics of both 
Lord Stratford and M. Thouvenel, that’s saying a 
good deal. But hectoring is no longer the easy thing it 
was seven years ago. ‘Whatever may be its weaknesses 
in other respects, the Porte has learned its strength in 
the jealousy of ite neighbours, as well, too, as in the 
sufficiency of work to be settled amongst themselves, 
and now shows such an independent front to one and 
all of the Legations as even Reschid Pacha would not 
have dreamed of exhibiting in 1853 or 1854. It is no 
longer, therefore, to be bullied by any of the imperial 
or royal representatives who formerly badgered and dras 
gooned this Minister or the other to an extent un- 
heard of in Western Europe. Accordingly, M. de 
Lavalette’s proposal for a renewal of General 
d’Hautpooi’s lease of six months has not up to 
the present time met with the compliant acceptance 
which would have been almost a matter of course 
during his last residence at this Court. The Grand 
Vizier stoutly maintains that Fuad Pasha has substan- 
tially pacified the province, and dealt out such retributive 
justice to the offenders as will render the definite settle- 
ment of these troubles quite within the ability of the 
Sultan’s own forces. Though none of the other Le- 
gations have as yet interiered on the point, the senti- 
ment of our own embassy is sufficiently well known 
to the Porte te encourage it in resisting the French 
Minister’s demand; and should Sir Henry Buiwer 
at all overtly interfere, there can be no doubt that 
Mehemet Kiprisli and his colleagues will flati 
refuse a single day of grace to General d’Hautpoot's 
force. In evident anticipation, however, of such 
a result, the French consuls and other agents at 
Beyrout and Damasous—as | learn by private letters of 
the 22ud—have already begun their canvass amongst 
the Christians for petitions in tavour of a prolonged oc- 
cupation ; and, as the Maronites are French to a man, 
of cou. we'll have protests against evacuation from 
every ..istian hamlet between the Dog River and 
Palmyra. It is not improbable, theretore, that in the 
face of so overwhelming a display of “ popular feeling,” 
the Porte and our own Goverament may quietly permit 
the French force to winter in Beyrout. But, as a 
counterpoise to their presence, Fuad Pasha’s mission 
will also be prolonged till Spring. His family and 
harem proceeded by Wednesday's steamer to join him 
at Beyrout, and there he will remain till General d’ Haut- 
pool clears out, 


MR. COBDEN ON THE FRENCH TREATY.

“ It affords me the greatest satisfaction and pleasure 
to be the medium of communicating to you the very 
cordial and unanimous thanks of the Council of the 
Huddersfield Chamber of Commerce for the uatiring 
zeal and energy with which you have prosecuted—and 
that to a successful issue—the duties devolving upon you 
in the arrangement of the tariff under the treaty of con 
merce concgled between France and this country; and 
to express icularly the sense whith we entertain of 
the attention which our deputation received from you, 
when in Paris ; anifor the consideration which you 
gave to all their representations on behalf of the trade 
of this district, e are sanguine that by the best use 
of the means at our command we shall be able to pro- 
duce a class of goode suited to the wants of a large mass 
ol the industrial population of France ; and thus not 
only realise the first object of this treaty, in the shape 
of mutaal commercial advantages, but shall therein give 
eff tand guarantees of permanence—to all those rela- 
tions which form the surest safeguards of peace and 
amity,”’ 

Ata meeting of the Chamber, on Monday last, the 
following letter, which had been received irom Mr, 
Cobden in reply to Mr, Mallinson’s communication, 
was read :— Paris, Dee, 4. 

“My dear Sir,—Pray offer my warmest acknow- 
ledgments to the Chamber of Commerce over which 
you preside for their kind approval of my services in 
connexion with the French Commercial Treaty. 

“There could really have never been any difference 
of opinion respecting the treaty among those who 
desire the extension of free trade principles, if the very 
fame of treaty had not furaished the ready means 01 
misrepresentation, Taken with its traditional meaning, 
u treaty of commerce implies exclusive dealing aad 
bargaining between two countries; but I need hardly 
assure you, with whom Í struggled for seven years tor 
the an of unconditional freedom of commerce, 
that I should be about the last man to ideatily myselt 
with so retrograde a policy. All that England hae 
done in this case has been to carry out in practice, 
towards all the world in respect of some remaining 
items of our tariff, that principle of free trade which 
we have so loudly professed, and which we had pre. 
viously applied to all our most important articles of 
production. If we have done this in the form of a 
treaty, it was solely to enable the Emperor of the 
French, by a diplomatic act, and in accordance with the 
powers vested in him by the constitution, to make soine 
simultaneous reductions in the tariff ‘of his country. 
To have objected to such a proceeding on the ground 
of form would have been mere try and not 
principle. 

But, viewed on its own merits, and apart altogether 
from the treaty with France, Mr, Gladstone’s last reform 
of our tariff, by which the whole of the remaining dus 
ties on manufactures have been swept away, is, io a 
mercantile point of view, one of the most oer in 
our commercial annals, It has made England a free 
port for manufactures, just’ as she was previously the 
mart for wool, iodigo, and other raw materials, And it 
will be followed by similiar? results.

A weak girder, faulty or loose riveting 
there would be productive of tentold el. 

“In making these remarks | am speaking generally, 
and not with reference to the Connaught, for there is 
no evidence whatever of her having showed any symp- 
toms of weakness.
